Roberts Reports 
Three Points On 


Draft Program 


Dr. Andrew Roberts, Assistant 
Director and official military ad- 
visor of Santa Ana College, to- 
day stated that there are three 
points to be mentioned concerning 
the status of college students, 
with respect to the draft. 


Provided under the _ present 
law they are: 
1. Students entering college 


immediately after high school 
graduation and who obtain a let- 
ter of deferment from the college 
are deferred for a period of at 
least one year. 

2. Students with above aver- 
age grades may be deferred until 
they finish their college training. 

3. Students training for essen- 
tial occupations can be deferred 
permanently at the discretion of 


- the draft board. 


The officials of the selective ser- 


_vice provide students with a defi- 


nite arrangement as to when they 
will be called, while the various 
reserves provide no such arrange- 
ment. Dr. Robert’s general advice

Tells Miss Blythe Of Travels - 


Anna Mae Archer, who last attended Santa Ana Col- 
lege in ’48-’49, has been working in Paris as an army 
civilian worker since last spring, and writes many inter- 
esting letters to her friends at SAC. Anna May was a 
member of the Tavern Tattlers, and much of her verse and 
prose appeared in the Tavern Post. 

Miss Archer studied creative writing and music while 
at SAC, and was Piloteer treasurer, AWS vice-president, 
and Sigma Phi Sigma president. She was also an active 


member of Beta Gamma and Delta Psi Omega. 


Archer is now in Paris, but finds time between her busy 
secretarial duties to keep the home town posted. 


Writes Letter 

In one of her latest letters to 
Miss Blythe, Anna May relates: 
“You should see Paris these days. 
You wouldn’t believe it. It’s still 
white in many places and snowing 
again today. The small tiny fine 
snow that stays to make every- 
thing white if it lasts long enough. 

It held off until the day after 
Christmas, then came the fine 
snow and we’ve been wading in it 
ever since. After a day of snow, 
the walks, streets, houses, trees, 
fences, were covered. Cars too. I’d 
stop occasionally and scoop up a 
handful to eat.’ a 

Yesterday afternoon our office 
moved out of the Hotel Astoria 
and we are now located in what 
is known as the Blockhouse. It’s 
a concrete structure only about 
two or three blocks from the As- 
toria where we have had the PX 
all this time. As J understand, it 
is a structure with feet-thick walls 
of concrete and steel reinforced, 
built by the German when they 
occupied the city. 

General “Ike’’ Expected 

As you have probably read, we 
are expecting General ‘Ike’ to 
move into the Hotel Astoria any 
day next week with all of his staff. 
That is one reason for our move 
out. 

In one week’s time a transfor- 
mation took place in the Hotel As- 
toria that could be termed a close- 
miracle. As the equipment of Hq 
7966 EUCOM Detachment went 
down the freight elevators, crews 
of men carried the incoming fur- 
niture and equipment up the 
marble stairs. Still crated new 
office swivel chairs, desks, chrome 
type chairs, file cabinets, springs 
to army beds, huge canvas cases 
that looked like overstuffed fea- 
ther mattresses. 

Buckets of paint and crews of 
painters swarmed over the place. 
Six at a time would go painting 
down a hallway, and the long hall 
would emerge painted in twenty 
or thirty minutes. 

Security Measure 

All kidding aside, it is a bit 
thrilling to think of rubbing el- 
bows with Supreme Headquarters. 


Until a week ago we personnel 
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working at the Astoria came and 
went. We were recognized for 
what we were, just people who 
worked there. Now, fancy-garbed 
M. P.’s all over the place. Identi- 
fication cards everytime you enter 
the building, no matter how many 
times a day. And they wear such 
white little booties over their 
shoes, and metal helmets’ with 
EUCOM insignia painted on the 
front. Very picturesque and im- 
pressive. 
“Annie, Get Your Gun’”’ 

I saw “Annie du Far West’’? 
(which is the French version of 
“Annie, Get Your Gun.’’), on al- 
most the last night of perform- 
ance. It was a wonderful show. 
Had a circus right on the stage. 
Annie came in riding horseback, 
riding round and round the pole 
shooting her gun. There was 
plenty of ballet mixed in, and I 
truly loved it. I think that it might 
be a better show than the one I 
saw in San Francisco.
